— The  ciuseof  Miller  vs.  O’Neil,  men. 
tinned  in  last  wcek>  paper,  was  tried  on 
Monday  before  Justice  Hugcman  and 
•esulted  in  a  judgment  Ibr  the  defendant 
vith  costs.  The  evidence  showed  that 
the  sore  oil  the  horse's  tongue  had  exist¬ 
ed  prior  to  the  time  lie  was  taken  to 
O'Neil;  tlmt  it  was  not  the  result  of  a 
burn,  and  that  Mr.  O'Neil  had  never  o|»e- 
rated  on  tin*  horse  in  any  way.

C.  Corliss,  a  prominent  veterinary  sur¬ 
geon  from  New  York,  and  the  plaintiffs 
principal  witness,  testified  that  the  sore 
was  not  caused  by  a  burn,  and  had  in 
all  probability  existed  for  a  eonsiih*rable 
time.  Mr.  J.  D.  (inllagher  appeared  lor 
O'Neil.  Tfiiy  plaintiff  acted  as  his  own 
lawyer.- 

Scotland  Illustrated. 

A  large  audience  assembled  in  Library 
Hall  Monday  evening  to  visit  Scotland 
in  company  with  Mr.  Ragan.  This  is 
most  encouraging.  It  has  lM*en  many 
times  observed  by  the  sarcastically  in¬ 
clined,  that  nothing  but  a  Negro  Minstrel 
show  could  fill  that  Hall.  While  this  was- 
not  strictly  true  there  was  an  approxi 
ination  ot  truth  in  it  tin*  close  for  comfort. 
The  growing  interest  which  has  attended 
Mr.  Ragan’s  lectures,  leads  us  to  hojie 
that  if  he  returns  next  season  as  he  in 
tends  to.  he  will  suen-ed  in  filling  the  au¬ 
ditorium  of  Library  Hall  to  its  utmost 
capacity. 

The  voyage  from  New  York  to  ( tlasgow 
was  first  descried.  While  this  is  a 
many  times  told  tale  it  always  liecomes 
interesting  in  the*  hands  of  as  gooil-ia 
talker  as  Mr.  Ragan.  Then  followed  a 
run  through  the  parts  of  Scot  land  usually 
visited  by  the  vacation  tourist.  <*las- 
irow,  Loch  Lotnond,  Lock  Katrine,  The 
Trossaeks,  Stirling,  Edinburgh,  Melrose, 
and  the  Land  of  Rurns. 

The  views  were  for  the  most  pail 
cry  g<xxl  indeed.  Colored  views  of 
scenery  are  as  a  rule  a  mistake,  and 
those  exhibited  on  this  occasion  were 
not  an  exception.  The  charm  of  a 
photograph  is  its  accuracy  and  exact 
reproduction  of  the  smallest  details.  The 
coloring  interferes  with  the  transpar- 
ney  of  the  slide;  and  by  reason  of  lack 
of  light  many  even  of  the  larger  features 
of  the  picture  are  lost,  and  such  an 
unnatural  gloom  thrown  over  the  scene 
as  to  render'IT  scarcely  recognizable. 
This  even  when  the  coloring  is  true  to 
nature.  Rut  when  Ibr  instance  the  sur¬ 
face  of  Loch  Katrine  is  made  a  dark 
indigo  blue,  as  it  was  in  ouv  view,  it 
suggests  a  dyer’s  vat  quite  as  much  as 
the  limpid  waters  of  that  lieautiful  lake. 
These  red  white  and  blue  pictures,  how 
ever,  seemed  to  give  great  jdeasnre  to 
many  in  (lie  audience,  and  Mr.  Kagan 
no  doubt  understands  his  business. 

The  views  of  the  Trossaehs  were  es¬ 
pecially  fine.  One  could  almost  imagine 
himself  wending  his  way  along  that 
winding  road,  which  once  travelled  is 
never  to  Ik?  forgotten.  No  photograph 
■an  do  it  justice,  but  it  may,  am!  in  this 
case  did  most  vividly  suggest  it.  This 
on  the  contrary  cannot  lx*  said  of  the 
iews  of  Stirling.  No  one  could  evef 
gather  any  sort  of  an  idea  of  the  appear¬ 
ance  of  it  lhun  the  views  presented. 
The  selections  illustrating  Edinburgh 
were  very  successful.  In  discribiug 
iVincess  street  the  Vetiirarspokoof  the 
gayly  dressed  people.”  We  should 
like  to  know’  the  dates  when  lie  made  his 
notes,  for  if  there  was  much  gay  dressing 
there  particularly  on  the  part  of  the  hol¬ 
ies,  it  entirely  escap'd  our  very  careful- 
observation  ou  many  sejierate  occasions. 
Edinburgh  is  the  niyst  classically  bcauti. 
ful  city  of  Northern  Europe,  but  in  the 
matter  of  dress— well  w  e  had  letter  drop 
that  subject. 

The  latter  part  of  the  lecture  was  de- 
otetl  to  the  Land  of  Burns,  too  olleu 
left  unvisited  by  the  hurrieil  traveller,
